In certain vital sectors the British gained from one 
to two miles during the p ast day . While there is evidence 
that the allied p ressure on the German lines between Ar­ 
ras and Soissons, continues, the desp erate counter attacks 
of the enemy to cover his retreat seems to have brought 
about a virtual p ause for the moment.
